PATRIOTISM IS THE SPIRIT OF BIG AUDIENCE; 
THOUSANDS OF FLAGS WAVE WHILE 
NATIONAL AIR WAS SUNG.

CHICAGO COLISEUM, June 9.—The republican na­ 
tional convention was actually called to order at 11:34 
a. rn., soon after chairman Hays appeared on the plat­ 
form and was greeted with rounds of applause and 
shouts. Mr. Hays brought down the gavel with a whack 
s and the convention came quickly to order. Bishop Charles 
\ E. Woodcock, of Louisville, Ky., offered the opening 
prayer. The prayer was a long one and at its conclusion 
the audience broke into the Star Spangled Banner, at 
the request of the song leader. 
The swelling chorus 
filled the great hall and a sea of American flags were 
waved throughout the singing. 
“Now,” shouted the leader, “three cheers for the 
greatest country on earth, the United States of America” 
and three rolling cheers echoed through the big hall. 
Secretary Miller of the national committee then read 
the call. The convention was not very much interested 
in the reading of the call, most of the delegates knowing 
its terms. They embraced the opportunity for confer­ 
ence and conversation and a steady calm pervaded the 
hall during the reading. 
Chairman Hays’ whack for 
order jolted over a glass of water on the secretary’s 
table, and then as he stepped to the platform he got a 
renewed demonstration of applause, shouts and cheers, 
which he acknowlegded with smiles and bows. Somebody 
yelled three cheers for Will Hays and they were given. 
“The republican party has met in a free and open 
convention,” he said, “to accept from the people a man­ 
date for the Government of the United States. As chair­ 
man of your national committee, I report progress by 
next November, the majority of the thirty should be at 
I ast three million. In spirit I represent more than pro- 
1, ^ess, I report fulfillment. 
The greatest party of the 
union has become a union, and shall continue so. There 
will be no bolt in this convention.” Roars of cheers greet­ 
ed that statement. Chairman Hays then introduced Sen­ 
ator Lodge, as temporary chairman, and the convention 
let out four cheers and a rolling chorus affirmed the 
1 selection. The platform was slow in filling up. Appar­ 
ently the leaders were in conference elsewhere, to de­ 
termine what was to be done on the question of perma­ 
nent organization. 
The galleries were filled early with the fortunate who 
managed to get in, to the disappointmetn of the unlucky 
thousands who lost out. 
Another cheer followed for Senator Lodge as he ap­ 
peared on the platform, and it was noon when the cheers 
died away and Senator Lodge began to deliver his ad-, 
dress, after having been introduced by Chairman Hays 
as Honorable Henry Cabot Lodge of the United States.

CHICAGO, May 9.—Hours before the doors were 
opened at the big coliseum today thousands of persons 
were waiting and hoping to get in for a look at the “un­ 
bossed” republican national convention. 
Only a fraction of those who applied for seats could 
be admitted however, despite the coliseum’s capacity of 
more than 10,000. 
Today proceedings in the hall had little to do with the 
actual nomination, they were merely a routine, but in­ 
dispensible preliminaries to the session which will follow. 
The crisp cool weather which kept Chicago chilly all 
during convention week suddenly disappeared today and 
the sun came out with a blistering blast and flooded the 
city with heat that sent the thermometer flying upward. 
Everybody agreed however, that it was better than the 
blanket,"Constant rainfall, which covered the city during 
the convention four years ago. 
While last minute arrangements were being made no 
change in the lineup was discernable, and the various 
managers frankly admitted that they saw no tangible 
evidence of which way the wind was going to blow. 
The convention actually opened its first session at l l o’clock by 
Chicago time. 
It promises to be a record breaker in a1! respects. 
It may 
cast more ballots than any other republican convention since Garfield 
was nominated in 1880. 
There is still such a complete absence of bosses 
as to leave the convention leaderless. 
Chieftains, who spoke with au­ 
thority in the days gone by are standing on the sideline having a chuckle 
while the delegates go through the experience of seeing a peoples con­ 
vention. 
The situation presents an opportunity for some shrewd leader 
lo step forward at the psychological moment and invite a stampede. 
Practical politicians agree that an unled convention is an easy mark for 
a runaway. 
It was this situation that gave darkhorse additional promi­ 
nence yesterday and with it came an undercurrent from arriving delegates 
that after all it might be wiser to put forward a candidate whose name 
had not been mentioned in the senatorial inquiry into presidential cam­ 
paign expenditures. 
Again the name of Charles Evans Hughes recurred in these dis­ 
cussions and Governor Cooley of Massachusetts, also was mentioned. 
Senator Borah said Judge Hughes would be “formidable” if the conven­ 
tion were compelled to seek a darkhorse nominee. 
There was more talk during the night of the possibility of short- 
cutting convention preliminaries, by making a temporary organization, 
with Senator Lodge as Chairman, one effect of such a short-cut would 
be to assist in getting the tentative platform ready for early approval 
by he convention.

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THE PEOPLE DISFRANCHISED 


The supreme court of the United States has decided that 
the legislature only can ratify an amendment to the federal 
constitution. 
It declares that legislative action is final and 
that the people have no right to vote on an amendment once 
it has passed the legislature. 
Thus the Ohio referendum on 
the liquor amendment and the Oklahoma referendum on the 
suffrage amendment are killed by the highest court of the 
country. 
As a matter of law the supreme court is undoubtedly right. 
The constitution provides that amendments shall be submitted 
to the “legislatures” for their approval or rejection. 
No men­ 
tion is made of popular referendum and no provision is made 
for such referendum. 
There is now power granted anywhere 
by which the people may review the work of the legislature. 
Advocates of the referendum argued that the constitution 
probably referred to “legislative power” when mentioning 
“legislatures,” and that in states having the referendum pro­ 
vision the people are a part of the legislative power and have 
the right to vote on amendments. 
But the high court has 
decided otherwise and it is undoubtedly right. 
At the same time the decision of the court illustrates how 
far the nation has outgrown the constitution. 
In the early 
days of the republic when only a few thousand people voted 
it was one thing to limit approval of constitutional amend­ 
ments to a few hundred legislators. 
But when we have thirty 
million voters it is altogether another thing to limit such 
power to a few hundred legislators. 
The decision of the su­ 
preme court, undoubtedly correct as it is, denies to thirty 
million voters any right to vote on a change in the organic 
law of the land. 
On the most important question that can 
possibly come before the citizens of America, only one voter 
out of each 7,500 voters is permitted to vote. 
Only one citi­ 
zen out of each 27,500 is permitted to vote. 
It is easy to see that there is something w T o n g with the 
way provided to amend the constitution. 
The people of the 
United States have practically nothing to do with amending 
the constitution of the United States. 
To all intents and pur­ 
poses they are disfranchised. 
About four thousand legislators 
are the only citizens w'ho can pass on a change in the organic 
law, and too frequently they are voted under the duress of 
vicious minorities.
